Receipt is acknowledged of amendment and remarks filed on 8/13/07. Claims 14-17 have 
been added as per applicant's amendment dated 8/13/07. Claims 1-17 are pending in the 
application and the status of the application is as follows: 

The following new ground of rejection is necessitated by the amendment. 



1. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. This is new matter rejection. 

2. There is no support in the specification for the amended expression.

Applicants did not contemplate a mask composition using a water 
soluble substrate comprising at least one layer and two outer layers. Note that the 
expression "at least one" includes more than one inner layer. There is no support in the 
specification for "at least one inner layer".
